The moat sensible way of meeting 


a cold epell is to make the system a 
stove ot iteelf, and this maybe done 
by eating largely of feighly carbo- 
naceous food. Weather like this 
you ought to eat plenty of fat food 
—fat ham, pork and beans, bacon, 
fat beef, pork sausages—in fact, all 
manner of greasy aliment may be 
indulged in when the mercury has 
sunk into the basement of the ther- 
mometer. 
Food of this kind is 


slowly burned in the interior econ- 
omy of the eater, but the animal 
heat evoked is greater than that 
produced by any other kind of ani- 
mal food. 
Wear plenty of cloth- 


ing, not necessarily in heavy outer 
wraps, which* only keep off the 
wind, aa in garment* which cling 
closely to your skin and retain your 
animal heat—the heat you are mak- 
ing in your personal stove. Cloth- 
ing by itself does'not warm, but by 
its non-conducting power prevents 
animal heat from passing away from 
the body too rapidly or the outside 
temperature from reaching the body. 
Then, as to sleeping arrangements. 
Lots of people fill the stoves in their 
chambers to redhotness, till the air 
is almost suffocating. 
This is a 


great mistake. The room should 
be no warmer than usual; but extra 
bed covering should be used. 
He 


who goes to bed with an eesy con- 
science, just enough food in his 
stomach to keep the gastric juice 
out of mischief, his room not warm- 
er than 70 degrees, and enough 
clothes on him to keep the animal 
heat from passing off too rapidly, 
will sleep the sleep oi the just whose 
notes are provided for.

WASUINOTON, January 17.—Senator 


Gariand, on tke part of the Congress- 
ional members ot the beard of visitors 
to the West Point military academy, 
to-day, submitted a report, signed by 
himself and Representative Phillips, 
and another signed by Senator Ed- 
mundi, and sti'l another signed by 
Representatives McKinley (and -Felton. 
Senator Garland's report was accompa- 
nied by a bill amendatory of the laws 
relating to the military academy. Sen- 
ator Garland and Representative Mc- 
Kinley devoted considerable space to 
tbe consideration of the question of 
the admission of colored cade la to the 
academy. They say they spent 'some 
time in examining this question, and in 
so doing took the testimony of several 
witnesses touching the late trouble 
with Cadet Whittaker. In this inves- 
tigation they were led back to consider, 
to some extent, the conduct, bearing, 
association, and, in fact, the general 
status of other ;colored cadets that had 
been at the academy. This was done 
only for the purpose of ascertaining, if 
possible, |whether the academy would 
proiper by the mingling together of ca- 
dets of two different races. No solid 
reason, they say, can be assigned why 
oolored boys should not receive full 
and tqual advantages in the way of 
education, military and all other kinds, 
with the whites ; but, on the contrary, 
there is every reason they should. It 
is a fact however, they say that the 
uinglingjof white and oolored cadets 
on terms of social equality is subject to 
continued drawbaoks 
and 
troubles, 


which are to far inherent that, in their 
judgment, no regulation of law can 
con- 


trol them. If it be deemed expedient 
to continue further this co-education 
in some institutions, this disturbing 
cause, while repressed BO far as wise 
discipline can touch it, must after all 
be left for its care to time and experi- 
ence, which may result in the mitiga- 
tion or separation of the two races in 
their military education. 


Senator Edmunds, in his report, ex- 


presses the opinion that the standard of 
admission ought to be revised. The 
investigation made by the committee, 
he says, convinced him that the youths 
of the African rice have not received 
the same treatment, at least from their 
fellow cadets, that they would have re- 
ceived had they been of the white race. 
Rut each colored boy had found himself 
continually isolated from his fellow 
cadets, a prisoner in solitary confine- 
ment in the midst of his fellow cadets. 
It is obvious, he continues, that, under 
such circumstances, a colored boy could 
not succeed nearly so well as other boys 
in his studies, and in competition for 
the honors of the school, or in fitting 
himself for future usefulness. 
The 


tendency of such treatment he thinks, 
would be to repress the good and de- 
velop the evil qualities of his common 
human nature. There is DO reason, he 
lays, why the two races oannot succeed 
together in this institution, as they do 
in many Reboots and universities ia this 
and other countries. The officers and 
cadets ot the academy all come from 
every phase of American life, and meet 
on equal ground, and while it may be 
conceded that no law oan rectify the 
evil referred to, he believes that such a 
course of practice as has existed toward 
the colored cadets is unjust, unreasona- 
ble and inhuman, and that it deserves 
the severest condemnation.

ANCIBCO. Jan. 17.—The Ex- 


aminer (Democratic) regarding the

nese treaties, says: The immigration 
treaty is a disappointment, that it is 
indefinite and contains no conceaaion 
by tbe Chinese; that it is not hampered 
by a provision that will practically nul- 
lify it, and that the evil of coolie immi- 
gration is as far from settlement as 
ever. 


Tbe Alta thioka the treaty 13 all that 


couldbe 'desired by those who oppose 
immigration. 


The liulktin considers that the relief 


sought is brought within reach by the 
provisions of the treaty, and protests 
against the proposal to send the treaty 
back for amendment on the question of 
naturalization of the Chinese, as the 
treaty oan confer no right of naturaliia- 
tion, and to send it back for concurrence 
in such amendment would jeopardize 
the whole treaty. 


The foil says not as much has been 


gained as we had a right to expect, but 
that the question of restriction of Chi- 
nese immigration is now in the bands 
of Congress, to which we must look for 
relief.

CHICAGO, January 17.—The Chicago 


& Alton Railroad has adopted a new 
and even more warlike policy than 
heretofore. It has to-day (announced 
large reductions in passenger fares 
from Kansas City to chief points in 
Michigan and Canida, inolnding De- 
troit, Grind Rapid?, Ann Arbor, Flint, 
Saginaw, Guelph, Toronto and Montreal. 
The rates are from $3 to $6 less from 
Kansas City than they are from Chica- 
go to mme points. They are on a ba- 
eis of $12.18 [to Montreal; the Grand 
Trunk and Flint and Pere Marquette 
roads have come into the arrangement.

There were twenty-five homicides 


IB this city during the year which 
expires to-night. Some of them 
were committed under circumstances 
of peculiar atrocity. There are two 
cases of strangulation of womeri. 
But the average is very high. If 
the ratio of twenty-five homicides 
to each quarter of a million were 
applied to the State of New York, 
with its population of five millions, 
the violent deaths in that State in a 
year would amount to five hundred. 
But the average, on the contrary, 
does not exceed one hundred. It 
follows that himicides are five times 
as numerous among us as in the 
State in question. This cannot he 
said to be :i very good showing. It 
places us, as respects the sanctity of 
life, rather in the southwestern than 
-the northern group of States. No' 
doubt murders* are not as rife now 
as formerly. There is considerable 
improvement observable. But 25 
violent deaths in a population of 
230,000 are ou(t of all proportion.
